DETROIT (AP) — Three key 
proposals that would allow De­ 
troit to raise more money have 
received qualified endorsement 
from Gov. William Milliken, but 
the multi-million-dollar package 
still faces two formidable hur­ 
dles.

TOKYO I AP1 — The Norm 
Koreans, who captured the in­ 
telligence ship Pueblo, reported 
their air force shot down a large 
U.S. reconnaissance plane to­ 
day. The U.S. Defense Depart­ 
ment said a Navy reconnais­ 
sance plane with 31 aboard was 
missing in the Sea of Japan. 
Japanese fishing boats joined 
U.S. planes in a search for sur­ 
vivors. The U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow asked the Foreign Min­ 
istry for the assistance of any 
Soviet ships in the area.

EC121 plane was flying “a rou­

reconnaissance

which kept it at least 50 nautical 
miles from the North Korean 
coastline.

Harvard's Trouble 


H arvard University is Hie oldest university 
in the United States. It was founded in 1636, 
only six years after the establishment of Massa­ 
chusetts Bay Colony and 16 years after the Pil­ 
grim s landed at Plymouth. The school was 
named for John Harvard, a young Puritan 
clergyman who left Harvard half his fortune and 
all of his library. 
The whole country h a s a special feeling 
about H arvard. We’d like our sons to go there 
and share in its great tradition of study and in­ 
spired teaching in an academic atmosphere of 
great freedom. 
But even venerable, tradition-rich Harvard 
isn’t immune to the sickness which has infected 
our campuses. President Nathan Pusey, who 
went from 
Lawrence College at Appleton to 
Cambridge, called in the cons the other day to 
stop a student roughhouse. They had broken into 
private files of the adm inistration and later pub­ 
lished in an underground journal some of the 
letters th a t they stole in the raid; those th at 
they thought would bring maximum em barrass­ 
ment to the university.

Dr. Pusey. a classicist, has never been a 
• popular president at Harvard, but it probably 
Is the judgm ent of persons who know his record 
th a t he has been a good President. He has been 
a favorite butt of John Galbraith, who teaches 
economics at H arvard and who exercises a pun­ 
ditry th a t is sometimes more devastating than 
discrim inating. 
The faculty at H arvard is the authority in 
control of discipline and it let Pusey d o w n . 
MT ether it did it* to show the president of the 
university how the teachers could humble him, 
Or w hether it ju st represents the faculty mind 
isn’t clear.

The faculty didn’t repudiate Pusey, but it 
rejected resolutions which would have been a 
clear vote of confidence in his handling of the 
attack on the university, and it divided (only 
250 to 200) on a resolution saying th a t his call­ 
ing of the police was “unwise and ill considered.” 
Then it tabled a resolution which would have 
given him the faculty confidence because it 
m ight have been defeated. 
All this, of course, is a great em barrassm ent 
for the president of our great university and it, 
In effect, gives the rioting students the backing 
of the faculty by indicating th at the president 
was onlv barely right and, inferentially, th at 
the students were almost right.

By almost unanimous vote the faculty o r­ 
dered th a t criminal charges against nearly 200 
students who were ejected from an adm inistra­ 
tion building sit-fn be dropped. “We deplore the 
forcible occupation of University Hall” by the 
students and “we deplore the entry of polio* 
into any university,” the faculty said in a 
resolution adopted by a vote of 396 to 13. 
The faculty gave Pusey such begrudging, 
skim py support th at, in effect, it censured him 
for calling in the cops. He did it when the in­ 
vaders broke down the door of the confidential 
records room and began rifling and duplicating 
personnel files and financial records.

We think — and we hope — th at the faculty 
will have a hard time convincing the American 
public th a t academic freedom or some other 
schoolish permissiveness excuses such acts or 
m akes them less criminal. We don’t tolerate it 
from burglars, why should we from students? 
This is a softheartedness th at causes alarm about 
th e custodians of American education. 
Scottv Reston, wrote in the New York 
Tim**: “This is not to sav that force is never 
justifi*d. We became an independent country by 
osin" force against constituted authority. The 
blacks in this country have m anv «rievanc*s 
th a t are not removed bv peaceful debate. And 
even at Columbia University there were appalling 
stupidities th a t no amount of polite discourse 
seem*d to change. 
“But H arvard? Who fs muzzled there? Ti 
Is the gabbiest Place in Christendom, and so fr**e 
th a t even its faculty sometimes gives the im­ 
pression th a t it would rath er talk about tactics 
than think about principles. 
“Tile Harvard* have been telling us for 
g*nerations th a t they were just like other peo­ 
ple. onlv better. And now' both points are in 
dispute.”

They are 
supposed to gobble up all the 
alewives that have been litter­ 
ing up the 
beaches of Lake 
Michigan and driving away tour­ 
ists w'ith their stink.

cause of the pileup of the rotten 
fish. 
Grind Them Up 
Now let’s look at the worst 
thing that could happen. 
The salmon could be so load­ 
ed with DDT and dieldrin that 
you could only catch them for 
fun. Then some sm art operator 
would set up a plant near the 
spawning 
streams 
where the 
fish come up to die. He would 
catch the Coho, grind them up 
and sell them — not for food, 
but as a pesticide. 
They would be so loaded with 
pesticide they 
could be used 
again by householders to kill 
weeds in their grass and by 
farmers to take care of insects 
attacking their crops. 
A cycle of pesticide pollu­ 
tion would start over again. All 
this DDT and dieldrin would 
float down the rivers into Lake 
Michigan and a new super-load­ 
ed salmon would survive.
